The WD. and B.C. is one of the few ‘stub 


end’ railways in western Canada. It is not a 
branch of one of the two transcontinentals, but a 
separate system in itself. Unless operated as part 
of one of the through systems the northern road 
must carry a complete organization of its own, 
with the heavy expense entailed. If sold or 
leased on long terms to one of the large systems 
the overhead expense chargeable against 1t would 
be very materially reduced 

Whether a branch line i 
pars or does not pay is largely a matter o! book 
keeping. That depends a good deal on what 
measure of eredit is given to it for the freight | 
originating along the line and the freight dis 
tributed by it.
